Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971* 

A  small  decrease  in  the  population  census  was  noted  for  1971  -  the 
figure  standing  at  18,890.  The  figure  for  1970  was  18^20  which  means  that 
there  were  30  fewer  people  living  in  the  district  this  year.  The  figure  for 

1970  represented  a  small  increase  over  the  1969  figure  of  18,880  which  was  120 
more  than  18,720  the  1968  census  figure  population.  The  number  of  births  for 

1971  was  289  -  15u  males  and  131  females  as  against  288  in  1970,  300  in  1969 
and  320  in  1968.  This  indicates  a  small  gain  of  1  baby  over  last  year  and  a 
halt  to  the  reducing  annual  total. 

The  birth  rate  this  represents  is  13-3  live  births  per  1000  population  in 
1971  as  against  15 • 2  in  1970  and  15*9  in  1969 •  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  again  16.0  live  births  per  1000  population.  The  illegitimate  births  numbered 
13  live  births  or  expressed  as  a  rate  this  number  represents  a  percentage  of  4- per 
1000 -live— 6 1 i  1  lbl-r ths .  This  percentage  rate  is  down  1  per  cent  from  1970, 

that  is  from  5  pen  cent  which  was  a  fall  from  1  per  cent  for  1969*  The 
illegitimate  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  8  per  cent  -  the  same  as  it  was  last 
year.  The  death  rate  increased  to  10.6  deaths  per  1000  population  from  8.8 
deaths  per  1000  population  to  1970.  This  represents  a  total  of  200  deaths  in 
1971  -  ll£  males  and  86  females  this  is  an  increase  from  167  deaths  in  1970  - 
101  males  and  66  females. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1971  was  11.6  per  1000  population  which 
v/as  a  fall  from  11.7  deaths  per  1000  population  in  1970.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
rose  to  24  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  per  1000  live  births  -  the  actual  number 
of  babies  dying  during  1971  being  7*  This  was  an  increase  over  last  year  which 
had  5  deaths.  The  relevant  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8  deaths  per  1000 
live  births. 

The  chief  cause  of  death  in  1971  was  ischaemic  heart  disease  (66),  malignant 
neoplasm  (35) »  cerebro-vascular  disease  (25)  other  forms  of  heart  disease  (19), 
pneumonia  (10)  and  bronchitis  and  Emphysema  (8).  This  is  much  as  it  v/as  in  1970 
except  that  pneumonia  showed  an  increased  cause  of  death  among  the  older  citizens 
over  75  years.  Of  those  dying  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  12  males  and  13  females 
came  from  the  over  75  year. age  group,  and  in  the  younger  age  group  it  was  males  who 
predominated.  This  same  pattern  was  found  in  cerebro  vascular  disease  where  10 
females  and  4  males  died  in  the  75  year  and  over  group,  but  in  the  earlier  years 
males  predominated.  Amongst  the  35  malignant  neoplasms  there  v/ere  2 8  males  and 
16  females  died.  Of  these  7  were  male  cases  of  neoplasms  of  the  lung,  and  only 

2  v/ere  females.  These  cases  v/ere  all  found  in  the  older  age  group.  As  last 

year  the  male  deaths  predominated  in  the  year  35  to  74  but  over  75  years  the  female 
death  rate  became  predominant.  Notifiable  Infectious  diseases  fell  to  23  cases  in 
1971  from  78  cases  notified  in  1970  and  159  in  1969  and  179  in  1968.  This  is  a 
continuous  and  definite  fall  and  v/as  most  marked  with  measles  v/hich  fell  from  69 
cases  in  1970  to  10  cases  in  1971*  This  fall  in  measles  is  due  to  the  increase 
of  the  immunisation  against  measles  in  babies. 


The  other  childhood  infectious  diseases,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  for  which  immunisation  is  offered  were  again  nil. 
Scarlet  fever  however  was  notified  on  12  occasions  as  against  7  occasions  in 
1970*  There  has  been  an  increase  in  this  disease  generally  throughout  the 
Country.  Infectious  hepatitis  a  troublesome  disease  causing  jaundice  and 
occuring  in  places  throughout  the  country,  was  notified  only  on  one  occasion  i  1 
the  district  during  1971* 

German  Measles  (Rubella)  although  not  notifiable  is  a  mild  but  important 
infectious  disease.  It  is  important  because  congenital  blindness  and  deafness 
are  associated  with  German  Measles  occuring  in  a  pregnant  woman.  Although 
the  risk  is  small  to  the  developing  baby  nevertheless  danger  is  possible.  A 
vaccination  has  been  developed  against  german  measles  and  is  offered  to  all 
girls  of  11  years  of  age.  Furthermore  the  County  is  adding  a  further  safoguai 
by  preparing  v/ays  and  means  to  immunise  their  female  staff  whose  serum  is 
rubella  negative  and  who  could  be  a  danger  to  others.  During  1971  there  were 
three  cases  of  tuberculosis  one  pulmonary  and  two  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Although  declining,  tuberculosis  is  still  present.  During  the  year  there  was 
no  case  of  smallpox,  and  the  vaccination  against  smallpox  was  withdrawn  from 
the  routine  schedules.  This  recommendation  has  come  about  because  there  has 
been  no  occurrance  of  smallpox  in  this  county  for  some  years  and  because  of  a 
very  small  risk  which  can  arise  with  vaccination.  However  staff  of  health 
departments  who  may  come  into  contact  with  cases  of  smallpox  entering  the  count/, 
and  those  persons  visiting  overseas  countries  where  smallpox  is  endemic  are 
advised  to  have  vaccination.  No  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  in  1971* 

In  October  1970  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  opened  for  the  Urban  and  Distr 
citizens.  Attendances  were  low  to  begin  with,  but  now  the  clinic  is  flourishi 
v/ith  weekly  services  and  with  the  doctor  attending  the  clinic  every  two  weeks. 

The  section  of  the  report  on  environmental  hygiene  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Mi  lb  t. 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  assisted  by  the  public  health  staff  specs 
for  itself.  This  section  is  again  full  of  interesting  detail  and  I  am  grate- 
fully  indebted  to  him  and  the  public  health  staff  for  their  combined  interest  ad 
enthusiasm  which  they  put  into  their  work  throughout  the  year.

given  throughout  the  year  by  yourself,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the  Coui 
to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  PROCEDURES 


The  following  vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area:- 

Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough*  Tetanus.  Poliomyelitis. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

These  procedures  were  organised  by  the  County  and  the  Computer  is  used 
to  notify  parents  when  their  children  are  due  for  a.  vaccination  or  immunisation, 

Measles  vaccine  has  been  in  use  since  1968  and  is  becoming  more  popular, 
with  great  benefit.  German  Measles  or  Rubella  as  this  illness  is  popular  y 
known  came  into  use  in  October  1970.  Continual  efforts  are  made  to  parents 
through  schools  to  popularise  this  vaccination  which  protects  girls  before 
leaving  school  against  becoming  infected  with  Rubella  which  has  been  shown 
to  be  connected  with  various  congenital  defects  suffered  by  babies  whose 
mothers  became  infected  with  rubella  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy.

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  now  supplied  with  water  from 
the  River  Dove.  Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid  to 
consumers  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendence  to  Plumbo  Solvency  iiti 
the  piped  supplies. 


The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of  the  district 
is  less  than  0.2  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages,  and  the 
use  of  hosepipes  was  not  banned.

Waltham-on-the-Wolds  Regional  Scheme.  Difficulties  have  been  experienced 
regarding  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks,  so  very 
little  progress  has  been  made. 

Long  Clawson  Regional  Scheme.  During  the  year  the  Department  of  the  Environ¬ 
ment  has  approved  a  scheme  for  new  sewers  in  Long  Clawson,  Harby,  Stathern 
and  extensions  to  the  Harby  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  It  is  anticipated  work 
will  commence  next  year.

There  were  only  16  applications  for  a  pail  conversion  grant  received 
and  approved,  during  the  year  35  conversions  were  completed. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  from  all  households  at  intervals  of  six  working  days. 

Night soil  is  collected  weekly  from  38  villages  and  7  part  villages,  in  the 
remaining  20  villages  and  7  part  villages  no  collection  is  made  because  these 
have  a  mains  water  supply  and  an  efficient  sewage  disposal  works  available. 
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A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising: - 

2  -  S.D. /Bedford  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  Refuse  Collecting 

Vehicles. 

3  -  S.D.  combined  nightsoil  and  cesspool  emptiers, 

800  gallon  capacity. 

1  -  S.D.  refuse  collector  as  a  "stand  by". 

1  -  S.D.  cesspool  emptier  as  a  "stand  by". 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  no 
difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  a  blade  etc.,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part-time  attendants 
are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The  system  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  where  it  is  ploughed  into 

the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty  in  disposal, 
and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is  not  anticipated  that 
this  will  create  a  problem  in  the  immediate  future.  The  contents 
of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  also  disposed  of  in  this  manner,  but 
since  the  completion  of  the  sludge  drying  plant  at  Asfordhy  Sewage  Works 
an  additional  means  of  disposal  is  now  available. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request  from 
the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  5Qp«  per  dwelling.  Cesspools 
at  trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  50p»  per  hour.

The  total  number  of  houses  within  the  rural  district  is  7049  of 
which  1236  are  owned  by  the  Council,  of  the  balance  of  5813  a  survey 
carried  out  in  1954  showed  that  3&97  were  fit  and  had  bathrooms. 

Since  then  1407  Improvement  Grants  have  been  made,  making  a  total  of 
5104  houses  having  bathrooms.  This  leaves  a  figure  of  approximately 
709  dwellings  without  amenities  but  it  is  pointed  out  that  a  survey 
is  being  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  actual  figures  which  will  be 
announced  as  soon  as  they  are  available. 

Improvement  Grants 

Applications  for  grant  aid  increased  during  the  year  from 
84  in  1970  to  92  in  1971. 

These  were: 

45  Improvement  Grants  with  a  total  amount  of  £35*461  of  which 
13  were  awarded  the  maximum  of  £1,000.  47  Standard  Grants  v/ith 
a  total  amount  of  £10,456  were  approved.

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Stilton  Cheese  Manufacture 


I  feel  that  the  annual  report  would  be  incomplete  without 
reference  to  the  manufacture  of  Stilton  Cheese  which  takes  place 
in  six  dairies  within  the  Rural  District  and  six  more  adjacent  to 
but  outside  the  County. 

In  these  factories  there  were  produced  some  3»33^  tons  of 
cheese  within  the  year  requiring  7 » 500, 000  gallons  of  milk 
all  of  which  is  pastuerised  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations,  at  least  one  of  these  Dairies  exports 
a  fair  amount  of  Stilton  Cheese  to  Scandinavia,  Canada,  U.S.A., 
Australia  and  New  Zealand. 


The  standard  of  hygiene  in  these  factories  is  of  necessity  a 
high  standard,  each  premises  carries  out  annual  cleansing  of  the 
utensils  and  premises  worthy  of  that  of  any  Hospital  Operating 
Theatre.  The  daily  cleansing  and  the  dress  of  the  workers  is 
beyond  criticism.
